JUSTICE MURNAGHAN, MR. 
SHAUGHNESSY AND MR. 

JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

The arguments conc uded in the Supreme 
Court in the appeal by the plaintiff, Mr. 
Martin Leydon, Central Model School teacher, 
Dublin, in the case of Leydon v. Attorney 
General and others, which was regarded as a 
‘test ” case with respect to the salaries of 
Irish national school teachers in connection 
with the 10 per cent. ‘“‘cut.” The appeal 
was from a decision of Mr. Justice Meredith. 

The plaintiff sought, inter alia, a declara- 
tion that the award of the Civil Service 
Board in England in 1920, and the salaries 
and service conditions therein, all embodied 
in the circular of the Commissioners of 
National Education of 1920, are binding upon 
the old Commissiopers of National Education, 
the new National Education Commissioners, 
the Ministry of Education, and the Executive 
Council, e claimed a permanent salary on 
the scale fixed by the award mentioned 
while employed by the’ National Education 
Commissioners; and, alternatively, a declara- 
tion that Order No. 10 of the ith August, 
1923, under the Adaptation of Enactments 
Act passed by the Oireachtas, is illegal, and 
that the establishment by ‘the Order of the 
National Education Commissioners to exercise 
in Saorstat Eireann all the functions formerly 
exercised by the old Commissioners of 
National Education in Ireland was illegal, un 
authorised, wlfra vires and void. 

The defendants, other than the old Commis- 
sioners of Education (who were not repre- 
sented), denied that a permanent scale of 
salaries was established by the. Civil Service 
Arbitration Board award, and they did not 
admit that the reduction in the plaintiff's 
salary was dependent on or involved the 
validity of the Order of 1922. 

In his judgment Mr. Justice Meredith held 
that the agreement of 1920 as to a per 
manent scale of salaries was binding on the 
Commissioners of National, Education, but 
that the salary might be varied as the Com-

£60 WORTH OF GOODS TAKEN 
AWAY IN SACKS. 


The story of a burglary was related 
at the Summerhill, Co. Meath. District

shaving brushes, stout, brandy, sherry, combs, 
butter, soap, cocoa, tea, biscuits, condensed 
milk, candles, bacon, rubber heels and soles, 
tinned salmon and sardines, matches, a bicycle 
and pump, all value about £60; ‘also with 
damaging a cash register to the value of £20. 

The ° prisoner made a ‘statement to the 
following effect :—'' At one. o'clock on Mon- 
day, 14th December, I was in the company of 
Patrick O’Brien, and went to the shop of 
Patrick Hatton, Garadice. O’Brien broke 
open the door with an iron bar, and we filled 
two bags with every kind of stuff. When we 
left Haiton’s shop we carried One bag of stuff 


each. After we had gone a mile of the road 


he began to throw biscuits about. the road, 
and I told him not to do so, and he rushed at 
me and struck me, and I gave him twice as 
much as he gave me. (Laughter.) All the 
things you found on me were stolen out of 
Hatton's shop. and I took the few coins which 
were in the cash register.- I drank a half- 
bottle of whiskey, halfa bottle of port wine, 
one and a half bottles of sherry. one bottle of 
light ale, and ate one tin of salmon, one tin of 
sardines, half a loaf of .bread, all of which 
was stolen property. We made up the plot 
on Sunday night in Wiley’s hayshed.’’ 
Justice McCarthy returned the two men for 
trial in custody, as stated. He paid a tribute 
to the prompt action of the Guards.

HOSPITAL , ECONOMY. 


10 PER CENT. WAGE “CUT”. AT 
GRANGEGORMAN REJECTED. 


The proposed 10 per cent. wage reduction 
at Grangegorman Mental Hospital has been 
rejected by the Irish Transport’ and General 
Workers’ Union. 

At a meeting of the hospital Joint Com- 
mittee yesterday a letter from. the union, 
dated the 14th inst., was read, in which it 
was stated that the union deputation, which 
met a sub-committee appointed by the Hos- 
pital Board on Wednesday of last week had 
reported to a general meeting of the union 
members concerned, when it was decided to 
take a ballot vote on the proposal. The vote 
resulted in an almost unanimous rejection of 
the proposed terms. In view of the serious 
situation arising as a result of this ballot, 
which was a very exhaustive one, the union 
had asked its National Executive Council to 
endeayour to arrange for the Ministry af 
Local Government to receive a. deputation 
from the union in erder to go further mto the 
matter. 

It was. decided that the same sub-com- 
mittee of the Hospital Board which had met 
the union representatives should be ready to 
interview the Minister for Local Government 
if required to do so. 

A list of special works for inclusion in the 
1926-27 estimates under the head of repairs 
and alterations, suggested by a sub-committee 
which met on December 11, was considered. 
An item of £300 for indoor painting was 
struck out, and the rest of the list was passed. 

A resolution was passed prohibiting attend- 
ants at Portrane Hespital from keeping dogs, 
and deciding to lay poison in the grounds 
there, as there have been complaints about 
sheep having been worried by dogs.

Mr. Nicholas O'Dwyer, Engineering Inapec-

The maintenance of a satwfactory water 
supply to the northern districts of the city 
and adioifing areas has for some time past 
been a source of anxiety and @xpense in eonse- 
quence of theginadequacy of the existing 
aiterial mains to meet the rapidly increasing 
demands. The engineering staff has con- 
tizually experienced great difficulty in deal- 
ing with this area. In the last few years 
several additional heavy commitments “have 
liven undertaken on the North side. These in- 
clude Killester Colony, accommodating some 
2.000 persons; Marino and Croydon Park 
Housing Schemes, now partially completed, 
5,000; Drumcondra and Glasnevin (in con- 
tetnplation), 7,500; and Howth, Sutton, Bal- 
deyle and Raheny, approximating 10,000. 
Further extensive housing development by 
mitate individuals is taking place in the 
Nerth side areas on the limit of supply—in 
Crontarf alone some 200 new houses having 
bée erected in the last two years—and in- 
creased building development in Clontarf, 
Drumcondra, Glasnevin, Cabra, etc., 18 cer- 
tain to take place.

The Next Step: 


After more than a week of desultory 
discussion the “till to ratify the London 
Roundary Pact has passed both Houses of 
the Free State Oireachtas, and thus 
becomes the law of the land. In a message 
to the peopie of Ireland, which we print 
to-day, President Cosgrave expresses his 
gratification at the safe passage of the 
Bill. The Agreement, he declares, aims 
at peace and amity, an@ its full possi- 
bilities will become manifest only with 
the passage of time. The suspicions of 
the past will be replaced by “ good-will, 
cordial relations and a friendly rivalry,” 
and “every good citizen will co-operate to 
make the ideal of the Agreement a reality.” 
The London settlement has cleared the 
way for a new phase of Irish history; 
but it wou'd be very foolish to regard it 
as a final achievement. As the President 
indicates, enshrines an ideal. Old 
barriers have been broken down, old 
passions have been allayed, old sources of 
irritation and mistrust have been removed. 
“he constructive part of the Agreement, 
however, lies in the future. Foundations 
have been provided ; but the work of buiNing 
has yet to begin. It is a noble task, and 
every Irishraan who has the interests of 
his country at heart welcomes the spirit 
in which it is being approached. Recgnt 
speeches in Dublin and Belfast have re- 
vealed changes of heart that would not 
have been considered possible six months 
ago. Not o..ly has there been a vast im- 
provement in the relations between the 
Free State cd Northern Ireland, but the 
course of the London negotiations has 
wrought a marked difference in the atti- 
tude of the Free State towards Great 
Britain. One of the most pleasing features 
of the Dáil debates was the fact that 
President Cosgrave and his Ministers, 
without exc.ption, gave unstinted recogni- 
tion to the generosity and loftiness of 
mind with which they were met in London. 
We are convinced that throughout the 
bitter controversies of recent years the 
British people had a real desire to make 
friends with Ireland. That desire 
appreciated now by the Free State Govern- 
ment, and nothing but good can come of 
it. A fresh rtart has been made. Britain, 
the Free State and Northern Ireland have 
agreed to banish the ugly memories of the 
past and to work together as friends and 
neighbours, bound to one another by a 
thousand ties, inspired, in the last 
analysis, by common ideals, and heirs to 
a common traditiog of great endeavour. 

The question to which all good Irish- 


is 


can the spirit of the London Agreement 
be translated into action ; how can its ideal 
be achieved? Irish unity cannot be 
brought about in a day. Those who 
imagine that age-old differences of senti- 
ment and psychology are likely to dissolve 
immediately in an atmosphere of good-will 
are doomed to disappointment; but much 
can, and ought to, be done to hasten the 
process. We have suggested already that 
the problems of Irish transport ought to be 
tackled jointly by our two Irish Govern- 
ments. The fisheries also call for a common 
policy between North and South, while the 
wide range of agriculture offers almost un- 
limited scope for, co-operation. The mere 
statement of these facts, however, will not 
bring the country much further. What 
do the Free State and Northern Govern- 
ments propose to do? Now is the time 
for action,. Every day that is lost will 
tend to defeat the spirit of the Agree- 
ment, and to encourage the old policy of 
drift which has been the cause of so much 
mischief in the past. Each Irish Govern- 
ment has a heavy responsibility in the 
matter, and neither ought to stand on its 
dignity concerning the first step. Sir 
James Craig already has given proof of 
his desire to heal old sores by his decision 
to ask His Majesty's Government to revise 
the sentences which were passed on 
political prisoners in the Six County area. 
We hope that he will go further and that, 
if. the Roman Catholic minority in 
Northern Ireland has legitimate griev- 
ances, they will be redressed without delay. 
The Northern Premier has proved himself 


to be a man of vision, and we have no 
doubt that he will do his share towards 
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the Croydon Handicap Hurdle Race.— |

The Free State Government 
also can make a material contribution to 
the development of friendlier feelings by a 
change in its attitude towards the medical 
profession.

: Rus in Urbe. 


The new reinforced concrete roadway 
at Shelbourne road, Dublin—illustrated on 
our Reconstruction Page to-day—is an 
example of the kind of thoroughfare which 
is becoming more and more necessary at 
busy traffic centres in our urban areas. 
Passenger traffic in motor cars and motor 
omnibuses now has grown to such large 
proportions that roadways throughout the 
urban districts are submitted to a strain 
hitherto unknown. Twenty years ago the 
leisurely brougham and the light-wheeled 
trap glided down roads which now. are 
racked by heavy vehicles carrying up to 
seventy persons apiece. The growth of 
electrical and motor transport, although 
it has thrust difficult problems on those 
who are occupied with the regulation of 
traffic and upon engineers concerned with 
the preservation of roads, bridges and 
buildings, is the greatest blessing which 
has befallen our civilisation. It has nulli- 
fied the fear that the growth of big cities 
must result in the degeneration of the 
race; for it has made it possible for city 
workers to make their homes in rural 
suburbs, and for city dwellers to visit 
frequently hill and stream, moorland and 
beach. Yesterday at the Transport Con- 
cress Mr. F. P. Griffith showed how the 
supreme social problem of Ireland—the 
problem of the Dublin slums—might find 
its solution in the wise use of modern 
methods of transport. To-day, he said, the 
plan of pulling down decaying tenements 
in order to erect new ones in their place, 
is out of date. The true solution of the 
slum problem is to be found in attacking 
urban congestion by means of the co- 
ordination of all modes of 
Chief of al] systems of transport of persons 
between city and suburb is the motor 
omnibus. This vehicle is not confined to 
rigid routes, but can penetrate to any 
corner of the country which surrounds the 
city. By its aid, therefore, dwellings 
planted im any neighbourhood may be 
made as easily accessible from the city 
as any otters within the same radius. 
Given a well-developed system of motor 
transport, the population no longer would 
need to dwell close to fixed routes of iron 
rails, but could be diffused over the lovely 
countryside which surrounds all our Irish 
cities. 

The traveller who alights in Belfast from 
the Great Northern Railway terminus 
immediately sees before him, ranged in the 
large open space beside College square, 
fleets of motor omnibuses. These neat 
and comfortable vehicles maintain daily | 
connection with Carrickfergus and Larne, | 
to the North, and even run as far 
as the superb glens of Antrim, Belfast’s 
Wicklow. Westward, they run over the 
hills to the shores of Lough Neagh ; east- 
ward, they link up the city with Bangor | 
and Newtownards. The busy industrial 
areas south of Belfast are kept in touch 
with the city by services which run as far 
south as Newry, and the holiday maker 
can go yet farther to the pleasant resorts 
at the foot of the Mourne Mountains. 
Thus, Northern Ireland is progressing in 
transport on the same lines as England, 
where the most remote rural areas now are 
linked up in a great network of motor 
services. The business men of Belfast 
are building their homes far afield, 
and yet can keep in as close touch with 
their affairs as if they lived within the 
circle of the city’s smoke. Dublin and 
Cork must do as Belfast has done. There 
is rising in Dublin a kind of mind like 
that which is ridiculed in the Cockney, 
who is unhappy when he is beyond the 
zone within which “ Bow-bells’’ can be 
heard chiming. There are men and women 
who love the glare of the lamps in the 
dingy streets of Dublin better than the 
clean air of the hills and the sight of the 
unclouded stars. Minds of this sort are 
their own prison ; but sometimes they seek 
to impose their own strait likings on the 
people at large. The Dublin working-men 
should be encouraged to think of cottages 
set amid allotments, like the homes of 
which the Belfast workers are so proud 
and so fond. All the citizens of Dublin, 
too, should be taught to interest themselves 


in their city’s wonderful hinterland. 
Howth and Portmarnock strand are 
thronged in summer-time, to the great 


benefit of the health of the holiday-makers. 
Yet, how many of those who go in exces- 
sive crowds to these resorts know that 
southward, beyond Kilmacanogue, yet in 
easy reach by motor omnibus, there is 
country as wild and as lovely as among 
the mountains of Donegal], and that on the 
lofty Calary Moor there are vast ex- 
panses sprinkled with ceannabhdn, gorse 
and heather, comparable only to the 
splendours of the Highlands? 


The Mosul Award. 


At last the League of Nations has given 
its decision regarding the frontiers of Iraq. 
The precious territory around Mosul, where 
of old Nineveh stood, has‘ been adjudged 
part and parcel of the Mesopotamian State. 
Britain's proposal that the frontier should 
be adjusted has been rejected in favour 
of the maintenance of the - slightly 
fortuitous boundary known as the Brussels 
line; but Turkey is unlikely to be satis- 
fied by this check to British desires, since 
the Turks demand, not adjustments of 
the frontier, but the handing over to them 
of a province which, in strategic and 
economic matters alike, is essential to the 
freedom of the Arab Kingdom. The de- 
cision of the League involves Britain in 
heavy responsibilities. In the first place, 
Turkey already has threatened war in the 
event of the ‘adverse decision which the 
League has reached. The. League is pledged 
to outlaw the nation which defies its 
ruling, “wat the brunt of a quarrel with 
Turkey must fall on Britain. If Turkey 
should carry out her threat and seek to 
take the Mosul territory by force, Britain 
would be required to maintain the frontier 
of Northern Iraq. In the second place, even 
if Turkey’s threats should prove to be mere 
bluster, Britain will be required by the 
conditions of her mandate to remain 
guardian of the Mesopotamian State for 
a period of twenty-five years, escaping 
from this burden only if Iraq should mature 
as a nation and become a member of the 
League before the expiration of that 


period. In undertaking this heavy and 
perilous responsibility Britain has little 


transport. | 


to gain, save the acquisition of a grateful 
ally in the liberated Kingdom. Her 
strategic interests would be amply satis- 
fied by the maintenance of a base on. the 
Persian Gulf, and she could watch Iraq 
devoured by the Turks without anxiety on 
behalf of her own dominions. She goes to 
Iraq’s aid as champion of a newly-liberated 
nation, and she casts her prestige on the 
side of the international rule of law. 


Food Prices. 


Repeatedly in recent months we have 
urged the Government of the Irish Free 
State to set up a Food Commission similar 
to that which has done such good work 
under the British Government in bringing 
down the prices of the necessaries of life. 
Yesterday the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce laid before Dáil Kireann a 
resolution, which was passed, recommend- 
ing that a tribunal be instituted to inquire 
into the possibility of bringing down the 
retail prices of articles of general consump- 
It is not to be expected that the 
tribunal will bring about rapid and re- 
markable reductions in the cost of livinc: 
for the evils which are at the root of the 
economic troubles of the Free State will 
not be laid bare without long and 
patient delving. Nevertheless, some glaring 
anomalies ought to be checked as soon as 
the tribunal sets about its work. That 
bread should be nearly half as dear again 
in Dublin as in parts of London 
absurd. Bacon produced in County Wex- 
ford is sold in the retail shops of Dublin 
at nearly double the price charged in the 
counties of Wexford and Wicklow. Such 
an anomaly as this could not continue if 
retailers had to give a public account of 
their profits. Cabbages for which the 
farmer in County Dublin is happy to get 
a halfpenny a head cost the consumer eight 
times that amount after they have passed 
through the extortionate hands of middle- 
men and hugksters. Clothing, as well as 
food, is a necessary which ought to be 
much cheaper than its present prices. A 
suit of clothes made up in Dublin ought 
not to cost three times as much as the 
cloth used in the making.

The Agreement.

Members have been watching 
the course of events in Dublin with nx 
little anxiety, since it was feared at one 
moment that the agreement might be sub 
jected to considerable delay, or ever 
defeat. Tle fact that it has been carried 
so far by considerable majorities is re- 
garded as an indication that this gesture 
of good-will on tha part of the British 
Leople is not to be rebuffed or refused. 
Whea the history of the conferences lead- 
ing up to the agreement comes to be 
revealed, I think that the generosity dis- 
played by all the parties will be considered 
noteworthy. 


Tea Prices. 


Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister, the President 
of the Board of Trade, has requested the 
Food Council to inquire into the cause of 
the rise in tea prices. The wholesale price 
for tea has actually been raised sixpence 
a pound, s.otwithstanding the fact that 
the stocks of tea in the country have risen 
by twenty-four million pounds during the 
last six weeks. Little time will be lost 
in setting up the inquiry, and it is hoped 
that the report may be available early in 
the new year. A tea expert said to-day 
that a reason for the increased price was 
that producers were only taking the finest 
leaves, with the result that lower grades 
of tea were not coming on the market. It 
is a parallel case to the production of 
rubber. More tea is wanted in every 
direction, while the tendency is to keep 
production down.

Wembley's Losses.

Doumer had accepted. M. Doumer is a great 
friend of M. Briand, and, it will be remem- 
bered, was invited by M. Doumergue on 
November 24th to form a Ministry after M.

Mr. M. J. -Conriaughten, Irish Poultry

This 
‘state of things could not be allowed to 
continue, and rapidity of action was essential. 
It was now realised that the old system. of 
cutting out, these bad areas and reconstructing 
on them new buildings, which “were almost 
certain to become. new slums, was a thing of the 
past. The tendency was to go outside the 
old boundaries to rural or semi-rural districts, 
and this. was where transport came in.

ave struck . many that... reilways—even. re- 
rded from a surburban point’ of view— 
could not be scrapped, but it might. be

best-dealt with by the arrangement which had 

en refe to in a previous note, or by 
bringing suburban lines down into the centre 
of tbe city, by using them as tramways, pre- 
ferably electrified, it. was hard to know. He

THE DUBLIN QUAYS. 

Dublin was very badly off as regards tram- 
way and railway connection with the quays, 
and immediate steps should be taken to 
remedy this state of things.. The Congress, 
he suggested, might usefully address itself to 
the consideration of such points . as the 
pulling down of the worst of the slums and 
the thorough ré-organisation of such houses 
as could be dealt with, the clearing up of all 
derelict’ sites, and converting them into open 
playgrounds or small parks, of which Dublin 
was very deficient; and the erection of a 
whole series of villages—designed after the 
manner of Killester—in suitable localities, 
and connected by the best possible means with 
the industrial areas in the city. 

To’ get the best .restlts co-ordination be- 
tween ‘the present methods of transport was 
necessary. 

TRANGPORT AND URBAN AREAS. 

Mr. -G. Marshall Harriss, M-.Inst.E.F., 
General Manager Dublin United Tramways, 
read’ a paper on ‘‘ Urban Extension and 
Transport.” He ‘said that he did not ‘agree 
with those who heid the view that the advent 
of the motor lérry and motor ‘bus fore- 
shadowed the end of further additions to the 
railways; or much less foreshadowed the 
early’ disappearance of tramways. Taking a 
broad view. of ‘the. question of transport, 
there ‘were’ fundamental principles that 
should be kept in mind to enaole trem ‘to 
think ‘atcurately on this question. The first 
point was—there was no way of moving 
weight on land that required less tractive effort 
than by the use of steel and wheels rolling 
on ates! ‘rails.

Secondly, petrol, upon whieh. the lorries 
and ‘’buses depended so largely for their suc- 
cess, was, not the most economical. fuel. for 
devéloping power.

City 
Hall; at which road construction and. main- 
tenance were discussed. 

'In a paper on the subject; the Chairman 
said that few people recognised the true sig- 
nificance of the roads, or understood their 
functions, economic importance, or influence. 
The measure of energy expended in: r 
travel had enormously increased durin, re- 
cent years. The value.of distance hai 
changed altogether, the value of time in re- 
latiou’ to distance had altered, and the value 
of roads as a national asset was Phormously 
increased. © They heard a great deal of de- 
structive criticism, but they could scarcely 
claim to have formed a definite road policy, 
but had been content to meet the new de- 
velopment, of traffic with old-fashioned wea- 
pons. Some said thev could not afford’ to lay 
down modern 'oads, but if ti. traffic of the 
country. was such as demanded an‘ uired 
modern roads, then the withholding of this 
service wis a retrograde step - directly 
opposed. to the welfare cf the nation. 

Trunk roads should be State controlled. 
Most Continental countries had a system of 
roads, maintained entirely out of - State 
funds. He did not advocate- complete cen- 
tralisation, hut: what he might call a part- 
nership between the local authority and the 
State. This policy of conibined state and 
county management. was being adopted in 
many American States; and, in his opinion, 
waco the nuitimate solution of the financial 
difficulties at present confronting road 
authorities. This could be carried out by 
the. existing Surveyors’ staffs where they 
were adequate at present. - The. direct 
method of raising the funds necessary would 
be by stri«i.g a flat rate on all county and 
urban areas, plus contributions from a Road 
Fund ‘and General: State Fund. A similar 
En had been adopted to create a fund 
or the repair and reconstruction of bridges 
and roads. and compensation to owners of 

roperty damaged during the recent trouble. 
He suggested the formation of a trank road 
fund, the contributions to be made up by (1) 
the monies derived from a flat-rate on each 
county; (2) the monies derived from motor 
license taxation or other forms of motor 
vehicle taxation; (3) the monies derived fron 
the import duty on motor parts; (4) a con 
tribution from the general Exchequer. The 
purpose of creating the fund by these means 
was to divide the liability for the upkeep of. 
the more important highways between. the 
local canals, the motor users, and the State.

METHOD OF FEEDING 
ANIMALS. 


(From Ovr AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT.) 

There we only a dozen entries, but keen 
interest was taken by farmers in the demon- 
stration, which was highly educational. Cap- 
tain MeCarthy and Mr. Lynch, of the 
Ministry of Lands and Agriculture, acted as 
judges. They awarded first and second prizes 
to Mr. P. O'Gorman, Ballyhyland, Caim, for 
a pair of horned heifers that sealed 8 cwt. 
ó qr. 14 Ibs. and 8 cwt, 2 qr. 7 lb, respectively. 
Third prize went to a beast bought by the 
factory, which was exactly the same weight as 
the winner. 

Captain McCarthy, in a lecture-demonstra- 
tion, described the winner as a beautifully 
smooth heifer, with very little patchiness. 
She had a nice top, nicely filled flank. He 
pointed out that the ideal butcher's beast was 
short on the leg and well padded behind the 
shoulder, where some of the most valuable 
meat is. The second’ prize-taker was rather 
lacking in rib meat. She was wide, long and 
level, but soft under the hand, showing a 
higher percentage of external fat than the 
other. Phe third prize-taker, a red heifer, 
was rather weak in her rib, although in some 
respects better finished than her rivals. 

The demonstrator then took a well-bred 
Aberdeen Angus as an example of animals 
that are only three-quarter fat. It would take 
another six weeks’ feeding, he said, to put 
this animal into condition. It was little use 
taking such animals to market. When pro- 
perly finished, cattle of this description made 
perfect beef. They would have seen that blue 
greys, the first cross between Aberdeen Angus 
and Shorthorns had taken all the prizes at 
cross-Chagnel shows. 

CANADIAN COMPETITION. 

Mr. O'Connor, County Instructor in Agri- 
culture, said that the demonstration was not 
what it should have been, but they hoped to 
do better in the future, Its object was not 
so much to offer prizés as to give an idea of 
what was wanted for the market. They saw 
there 12 animals and hoped by that demon- 
stration to create interest in live stock export 
generally, There had been a. revolution in 
the live stock trade. Big three-year-old cattle 
were not now wanted, because they came into 
competition with cattle from Canada which 
were evenly fleshed and of uniform type. 
Irish cattle compared badly with these when 
exported. Some were well and others badly 
fleshed. What was the remedy for this state 
of affairs? 

They should begin with their young calves, 
feeding them well from the start. Whole oats 
was one of ‘the finest feeding stuffs that could 
be given to calves, and was better than arti- 
ficial foodstuffs, Given this food from the 
start they would thrive. 

It was not necessary to allow calves to 
suckle the eow. They. could get new milk for 
four weeks, and if they were not allowed to 
go back they could be brought to maturity in 
under two years. The only way to retain the 
English market was to produce their beef as 
early as possible. They had started in con- 
nection with pigs, and there was no reason 
why they should not be as successful with 
cattle. 

REDUCING THE RISK OF LOSS. 

By fattening cattle. under two years they 
were reducing the risk of loss and were 
enabled to get a return in a shorter time. 
Small well-finished cattle were what dealers 
wanted, and as soon as they responded to 
that demand they would get back their 
market. 

In reply to questions, Captain McCarthy 
said that cattle taken in from grass for hous- 
ing should be handled carefully during the 
first week or two. When selecting cattle for 
in-feeding they should choose al those in 
good condition. These, as a rule, were more 
profitable than thin ones. An 18-months-old 
bullock should be fed sparingly for the first 
week or two on a mixture of crushed oats, 
palm nut cake, hay and roots. If swedes 
were a good crop they might be fed at the 
rate of 2 stone with á ib, to 6 lb. of the grain 
mixture daily. They should also receive 
some hay. After a week or two the 
supply of roots should be imereased, and 
also the allowance of meal and cake. 
In the third or fourth week a little linseed 
cake should be added, if a good finish is 
desired. There was, he added, no other cake 
that would give the same nice oily touch 
as linseed. The main thing was to increase 
the ration gradually. 

Barley might be successfully introduced as 
part of the ration, but it could be fed to 
pigs with greater profit. 

LACK OF CAPITAL. 

“ Where are you going to get a market 
fe: cattle fed in this way?” asked one of 
the farmers present. 

Mr. E. A. Johnson, Chairman of the Com- 
pany, in replying, stated that lack of capital 
had prevented them from buying such 
scil s themselves, but thev had done their 
best by slaughtering such cattle and sending 
the carcases to Loadon on a commission 
basis. This had proved satisfactory. Lately, 
however, they had been able to purchase 
cattle, but there was always a good market 
in London. 

The animals entered for competition were 
subsequently slaughtered for shipment to 
London on commission.

Even 
though he believed that under Article 5 the 
Free State ought not to pay a single cent, 
he thought it was good business to put an end 
to Article 5. 

If the Free State Government, taking ad- 
vantage of the favourable position left to it 
by the agreement, were now, at an early 
date, to borrow money, and nd it wisely 
and well on productive works, it would do a 
great deal to bring tition to an end. 

ON THE MERITS. 

Mr. Dowdall said that he supported the 
bill because he vegarded the agreement, on 
iis own merits, as @ goed bargain. It was 
said that the agreement would stereotype 
partition, but partition was there, and would 
have continued there no matter what line 
might be arvived at by a majority of the 
Commission. Partition was stereotyped when 
civil war broke out in the Free State in 1922. 
The only chance the Government had to get 
rid of partition was taken from them by 
those now accusing them of selling the coun- 
try. All he could say, that of the two, it 
was better to sell the country than to burn 
it. 

On the arrangement to pay five million 
pounds to the British Government at the 
rate of a quarter a million a year for sixty 
years, he said that it would be better to raise 
» loan and pay the amount off at once. If 
the Government did that the money would 
be kept circulating through Irish financial 
channels. 

Colonel Moore, opposing the bill, complained 

of the haste with which it had been hurried 
through both Houses. The principal objec- 
tion to the agreement was that it tore up 
the Treaty without giving the people of the 
Free State an opportunity of expressing an 
opinion. Now that the Treaty was torn up, 
wo part of it was binding on the people of 
the Free State. 
It had been said that the Free State had 
sold the Northern Nationalists for a mess cf 
pottage. They had not been sold, and they 
had not got the pottage, but, on the contrary, 
the Free State was about to pay a big sum 
of money, and along with it, had sacrificed 
their principles, their money, their honour, 
and their people. The settlement was a grave 
injury to the country, and he firmly be- 
lieved that, as years passed by, it would be 
seen that it was the worst of the betrayals 
that happened to the country. 


A 1916 LETTER. 

Mr, M‘Loughlin read a letter written by 
Colonel Moore in 1916, which, he said, showed 
that at that time the writer was willing to 
accept partition “ 1 do not believe,” it was 
said in the latter, addressed ''To the young 
men of Ireland,” “that we shall ever get a 
united Ireland if our firet act of freedom is 
to coerce our Northern fellow-countrymen.”’ 

The stony silence of Senators when he 
challenged the Feetham award, as indicated 
in the Morning Post, was in strong contrast 
with their volubility that day. He admitted 
having gone to the President and told him 
that if the evisceration of County Donegal 
was part of the award, then the present line 
was better. 

Those who knew most about the boundary 
were of one opinion, that once Article 12 was 
interpreted on lines of mere rectification, and 
they were not going to gel Tyrone and Fer- 
managh, Newry and Derry, then the present 
iine was the best, and calculated to make 
those who were affected by it sick soonest of 
partition. 

He reminded the Senate of the resolution 
they hai passed a long time ago, affirming 
that the best interests of the country as a 
whole would be best served by an agreed 
solution of outstanding problems affecting the 
velations between the Free State and Northern 
Ireland. That resolution, he said, had been 
supported by Senator O'Farrell, and he hoped 
the Senator did not regret having supported 
it, because it voiced the opinion of the 
majority of Irishmen and everybody who was 
not a dreamer and theorist. 

When he heard of the Catholics of Ulster 
being sold, he declared that the time when 
they were sold was when Mr. de Valera 
turned his back on the Treaty and decreed 
civil war in the country. The present out- 
ery was part of the plan to use the 
Nationalists of the North as a pawn in the 
game the Republicans were playing to bring 
down the Government of the Free State. 
INSULTS TO MR. JUSTICE FEETHAM. 

Senator O'Farrell had accused the Covern- 
ment of going on with the Boundary Com- 
mission in order to play up to the Irregulars 
and the extremists. It was the deputations 
from the border areas that forced the Govern- 
ment to press for the Commission. One of 
the reasons that induced the people of the 
border to go on with the Commission was 
the fact that there was a Labour Government 
in England, which, it was thought, could be 
trusted to appoint a chairman of recognised 
internationa: reputation and probity. 

Instead of getting a Canadian or South 
African statesman with an understanding of 
racial problems, Mr. . Thomas, the great 
Labour Minister, who was closeted for hours 
with Sir James HE scoured the Empire 
until he secured an obscure judge, who was 
looking for promotion. It was a case of God 
sending us the meat in the shape of the 
Treaty and Mr. Thomas sending the cook 
in the person of Mr. Feetham. Ju 
Feetham and his report were the gifts 
Ireland of a Labour Government representing 
the English democracy, and they were re- 
sponsible for the situation which brought 
about the present settlement. The Labour 
Party in Ireland had to share in that re- 
sponsibility, and they should be the last to 
set up a wirrasthru about Clause 12. 

He did not regard the settlement as ideal. 
As an Ulster man he could not deny that it 
was repugnant. The Government deserved 
no gold medals for the way in which they 
handled the boundary ‘business from the 
start. He took exception to their agreein 
in advance to abide by the findings, an 
during the course of the ission he 
warned them of what was | ape we He 
could not, however, overlook the fact that 
a very tangled proposition confronted their 
negotiators.

MONAGHAN'S PRESENTATIVE. 

Mr. Toal said that he was sorry to say that 
he had not heard during the debate any 
practical suggestion that would bring relief 
to their fellow-countrymen across the border 
who were to live er a hostile Govern- 
ment. Most ip ed ow ny did not realise 
the trouble that ‘people at the Northern 
side of the border line suffered. 

He had hoped that) the Government of the 
Free State would haye tried to secure some 
advantage for these people. He was greatly 
disappointed at the action of the Executive 
Government. In the) first place, they had 
made a huge mistake in not having satisfied 
themselves that the man they appointed on 
the Commission was a man who thoroughly 
understood the situation. If the right man 
had been appointed, and if the terms of re- 
ference had been properly devised, the 
Boundary Commission faree of the last twelve 
months would never have occurred. (Hear, 
hear.) 

They were left to believe that the Commis- 
sion would see to it that the Catholics of the 
Six Counties would not be let down. He 
regretted to say that they were sadly dis- 
: inted, after having been told that every- 
thing was going all right in the Commission. 
These people were left without friends and 
without hope. 

**Those who took us to be their friends,” 
said the senator, ‘‘ now find that we are not 
what they took us to be.” 

RELIEF. 

Would it be unreasonable to ask that the 
Northern Nationalists’ civil rights should 
be restored to them and that they be placed 
in the position that they were in before 
this trouble arose? It was said that the Free 
State was gaining á great advantage under the 
abolition of Clause 5 of the Treaty. If that 
was so the money so saved should be applict 
to the relief of those people across the border. 
(Hear, hear.) Could they not arrange to start 
manufactures for the benefit of these poor 
people across the border? The poor people 
had been thrown out on the roadside with 
their families, and had nothing to live on. 

He stood there as an example of what con 
ciliation and brotherhood could do when there 
was a proper spirit. He had been placed 
almost at the top of the poll at the recent 
Senate election by the co-operation of all 
creeds and classes in his county. While there 
was an iron fence separating the people there 
could be no lasting peace, and therefore 
there should be no border line in Ireland. 
(Hear, hear.) He was; a supporter of the 
Government, but he felt conscientiously bound 
to vote against the agreement. 

THE DIVISION. 

Sir Thomas Esmonde rose to speak, when 
Dr. Gogarty moved that the question be then 
put. There were cries of “ Divide.” 

Mr. O’Farrell—I hope, sir, that you will 
protect the minority in this House. 

The Chairman—I think I have done that, 
and that they have had a good show 
here to-day. You have to bear in mind that 
this is a bill of three clauses, and one that 
has been publicly discussed and reported for 
a week in the other House. I don’t think 
that any new topic was introduced to-day. 

Mr. O’Farreli—The subject was discussed 
for a week in the other House, and we have 
had only four hours of it here. 

The Chairman—You are not in order, for 
this motion cannot be debated. 

Mr. O’Farrell—It is for you to protect the 
minority. 

The Chairman—I think I have always done 
that here. (Hear, hear.) | do not see that 
this motion infringes the rights of the mino 
rity, and this motion is & matter for the 
House. 

On a division, the motion that the question 
be put was carried by 27 votes to 19. —. 

The second reading was carried, on a divi- 
sion, by 38 votes to 7.

LABOUA AND REPUBLICANS. 

On the fifth stage of the bill, after it had 
been reported without amendment, Mr. 
O'Farrell said that it would have been well 
for the people over the border if they had 
settled down from the start as good citizens, 
instead of following the course into which 
they had been misled by those who were 
supposed to be in “he position of trustees for 
them. There had been talk of the Christmas 
box brought home by Ministers. Santa Claus 
had come with the Christmas box, but Daddy, 
as usual, had to pay for the toys. 

Referring to the Shelbourne Hotel confer- 
ence, Mr. O'Farrell said that it at least took 
away from the extremists the opportunity of 
saying that they were not given a chance to 
oppose the Agreement. The Labour Party 
had given them the chance, and were now 
prepared to show in every possible way that 
the Republicans were failing to discharge 
their duties to their constituents, making a 
humbug of public life in Ireland, and that it 
was through their lack of statesmanship and 
moral courage that the Government was able 
to blunder through all its mistakes in the 
Oireachtas and outside it. 

The country was worn out with politics 
and fratricidal strife, and he believed that if 
there were a referendum on this Agreement 
not fifty per cent. of the voters would regis- 
ter their opinion. He had opposed the bill, 
but he thought that when it was passed it 
was up to he country to make it a success. 

Che Nationalists of the North must do 
their part. He realised that the fault there 
was not all on the other side It was 
hard to decide between the Protestants 
and the Nationalists of the North. which 
were the greater bigots. He hoped that once 
the delusion that had been held out to the 
Nationalists of the North was taken away 
from them they would turn their eves in 
another direction, and that they would he 
able to form new interests and new parties 
and policies, and so take away the old steck- 
in-trade of the politician. 

That could have been arrived at by a fair 
and amicable arrangement before the 
Boundary Commission was set up, and he 
believed that the matter could have been 
settled within the last fortnight without the 
Free State having to pay the five million 
pounds. 

It was not the policy of the Labour Party, 
now that the matter was settled, to create 
any bad blood between the two Governments 
in Ireland.

SHANNON NOT A FACTOR. 
Mr. Farren (Labour) said that he thought 
the President had not been just to the 
Labour representatives. He had a consider 
able amount of sympathy with the President 
and the members of the Executive Council in 
this matter, but he emphatically contradicted 
the statements that their opinions on this 
ris matter were influenced by what 
appened in the matter of the Shannon 
scheme. 
With regard to the talk about unity and 
good-will, he recalled an observation made 
by Mr. Pollock in the Northern Parliament 
the other Gay when that Minister said— 
“ When the Union Jack floats all over Ire- 
land, then there will be union.”’ 
Mr. Andrew Jameson said that those who 
had spoken against the bill turned it into an 
attack on the Government. It would have 
been better if Senators had kept purely and 
simply to the pros and cons of the bill. "We 
hoped that Mr. O’Farrell’s remarks would 
be listened to when he said that he wished 
the Nationalist element in the North would 
face the future and take their part in the 
affairs of the country in which they lived. 
That was the right note to take on ‘he 
whole nn. (Hear, hear.) 

HE ONE THING NEEDED. 
What was the five millions of money that 
was involved’ It would neither mar aor 
make the Free State. They would be 
borrowing money before Jong to help in 
dustries. What was weal was 4a jsood 
spirit between North and South, and between 
ths Free State and Great Britain. Those 
who were engaged in business knew what 
it was to go into the North of Ireland and 
into Great Britain to try to sell their goods. 
When an Englishman who landed “in Ire- 
land saw notices put up to beycott English 
goods, he returned home, and that notice 
was put into the hands of the representatives 
of Free State industries, who were told that 
there was no sale in Great Britain for Trish 
The sooner that came to an end the 
better, and the sooner we recognised that 
the people of England and Northern Ireland 
were our best customers the better. 
This bill undoubtedly would help trade, not 
only in Great Britain, but in the Colonies. 
Their travellers were met with the remark 
that they were enemies of the British and the 
British Empire, but now, in this agreement, 
they had an answer to that taunt. Unde 
the agreement Great Britain, Northern Ire- 
land and the Free State would work in 
amity together for the common good, and 
that was one of the great things that the 
(Fovernment had obtained, If they had ob 
tained nothing else but that, it would have 
been a wonderful achievement. 

It required great courage on the part of the 
Ministers who secured the agreement, for they 
knew what they woald have to face; but they 
knew that it was wiser to face all that they 
had faced for the last three weeks than to 
allow the opportunity of making peace be- 
tween the North and the South to pass. 
Little personalities would pass away, and the 
Senate would endorse this act, which, in the 
opinion of the vast majority of the people oi 
the Free State, opened the door for better 
friendship with the people they lived with, 
and for better conditions all round. (Hear, 
hear.) 

Mr. Foran (Labour), criticising the agree- 
ment, said that the country was in @ quag- 
mire, and that all we got in return for the 
£5,000,000 was what Lord Birkenhead de- 
scribed as ‘“‘ eye-wash.”’ 

Lord Mayo said that he did not like to hea: 
his country run down, and he denied that it 
was ' In a quagmire.’ It was, he said, quite 
extraordinary how well the country had re- 
covered from the effects of the war, the rebel. 
hon, and the civil war. He would support 
the bill and the settlement.
